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He next thing propoſed by them for a ſpeedy Peace and 
vettlement, Jethe ingies of the King to ſpeedy Juſtice 
| For all his Treaſons and Bloodſhed in the late Wars, and 
> to Depoſe and Execute him as the greateſt capital Male» 
fafor inthe Kingdom : Le an: 
This certainly is a very dangerous and unlikely way to Peace and 
| Settlement. Firſt afall, The ſiting of the Shepherd, is the way to ſcatter, 
. nat unite the Sheep. The\laying of the King or General in the Field, 
Scatters and Difſobues the Army, ot ſecnres them: To cut off a King 'd- 
head, is the next way todeſtroy, not curea.diſeas'd Body - Such kind 
of State Policy may.deſtroy, or diſturb, but never Settle us in perfect 
Peace: The Prince his next Heit,the Queen, the Duke of Tork, all his 
Children,and Allies both at Home and Abroad, will certainly meditate 
Revenge, and all Kings in Chriſtendom will aſliſt them, even for their 
own Intereſt and Safety, leaſt it ſhould become a Preſident for them- 
ſelves. And will this then ſecure, or be a likely way to Peace or Settle- 
' Ment. 6 5EI 4 | 
- 2. The greateſt part of the Members-in both Houſes, the Lords, 
Gentlemen, and all ſorts of People throughout the Kingdom ,- the 
whole Kingdoms of Scotland and Ireland, (who have as great an Intereſt 
in-the Kings Perſon, being their Lawful King, as we have, and are ob- 
liged by Allegiance and Covenaat to protect his Perfon and Crown 
from violence) will unanimouſty, as one man oppoſe and proteſt a- 
gainlt 1t, and by force of Arms, endeavour to bring thoſe to Execution 
who ſhall preſume to adviſe, or attempt to depoſeor deſtroy the King 
in any kind,contrary to their Allegiance and ſolemn Covenant : Yea, 
all Proteſrant Realms, Churches, States in Foreign parts, will abbor 
both the faft,and adjudge it contrary to their Principles and Religion, 
and that which may irritate Popiſh Kings,and Princes to take rip Arms

to ruine them, leſt they ſhould fall into the like praftiſes. And can: 
this then be a ſafe or ſpeedy way to Peace and Settlement, eſpecially 
when we know not what Government ſhall ſncceed upon it, and can. 
expect nothing but bloody conſequences from ſuch a bloody advice. 
zaly. I never read of any Peace or Settlement in any Kingdom, 
where King-killing was practiſed or approved. When the Roman Armies 
began once to Kill their Emperors, and cut off their Heads, They were 
ſcarce ever free from Civil-wars. One Army ſet up one Emperor, another 
Army another, the Senate 4 third, who always Warred till they had cut off” 
one anothers Heads, Moſt of thoſe Emperors had very ſhort reigns, few of 
.them above a year or two, and ſome of them ſcarce two Months, .but moſt of 
them untimely Deaths. In Sclavonia and Norway where they had a Law, 
that he that ſlew a Tyrant King, ſhould ſucceed him in the Throne + They 
had almoſt every year anew King, perpetual wars and diſcords , and not 
one of all their Kings for above one hundred years together, ever came to 4 
natural Death, but was murthered as a Tyrant , and ſucceeded by-a 
worſe and greater Tyrant, as Saxogramaticus and Nubrigenſss teſtify. 
_Andin the ſacred Story it ſelf, it is very obſervable, That after ter: 
Tribes revolzed from Rehoboam, though by Gods Fuſtice and approbatior 
For Solomons ſms ; they had never any Peace or Settlement, but perpetual 
Wars with one Kingdom or another, or between themſelves : Their Kings, 
or moſt of them were all Tyrants and Tdolators, and by the juſt Hand of God, 
for the moſt part tumultuouſly ſlain and murthered one of and by. another, who 
ſucceeded them : He that murthered his- Predecefſor , being. uſually ſlain by 
his Sacceſſor, or his Predeceſſors Sons, Servants, or by the People of the Land, 
in a tumultuous way : In the 2 Kings 15. We read in that one Chapter, of 
20 leſs then four of _ Kmgs ſtain, oneby another : and as for the People 
ander theſe Kings, they had never any reſt, peace, ſettlement , or freedom, 
but lived under the greateſt miſery and oppreſſion that ever any Snbjects un- - 
der Heaven did, as the facred Hiſtory records. This King-killing cer- 
tainly can be then no probable way.at. all to Peace; Safety, Settlement. 
or Freedom, but the Policy to deprive us eternally of all theſe, and of 
God, and Religion to boot ; as it-did the ten Tribes heretofore. 
4thly. This way to Peace and Settlement, is direCtly contrary to all 
the former Ingagements, Oathes, and ſeveral Petitions, Declarations, . 
Remonſtrances, Proteſtations, and Profeſſions of both Houſes of Par- 
liament - Tothe King, kingdom, People, wherein we have alwayes 
proteſted and held forth unto them both before and ſince the Wars. 
That we will preſerve and protett the Kings Perſon from danger, ſupport his 
#oyal Eſtate with Honour and Plenty at Home, with Power and reputation 
Abroad,and by eur Loyal Aﬀettions, Attions and Advice, lay a ie and 
Lifting foundation of the Greatneſs and Proſperity of his Majeſty, and his 
rogal, Poſterity in future times. That we are ſtill reſolved to keep our ſelves 
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within the bounds of Faithfulneſs and Allegiance to his ſacred Perſon avd 
Crown. That we will with our Lives, Fortunes , Eſtates, and with the laſt 
drop of our Blood endeavour to ſupport His Majeſty, and his juft Soveraignty 
and Power over Vs ;, and to prevent all dangers to his Majeſties Perſon. 

That we took up Arms as well for a Defence of His Majeſty to Proteft his 
Perſon, as the Kingdom and Parliament z without any intent to hurt or in- 


 gure His Majeſties Perſon or Power : Profeſſing in the preſence of Almight y 


God, That we would receive him with all Honour, yeild Him all due Obedi- 
ence and Subjeftion, and Faithfully endeavour to ſecure His Perſon and 
Eſt ate from all danger , and to the uttermoſt of our Power to procure and 
eſtabliſh tro Him and His People, all the Bleſſings of a Glorious and Happy 
raign ; which both Houſes ſeveral times profeſt and remonſtrated to 


the World, TO MURDER and DEPOSE THE KING, 


was ſuch a ſcandal, as any that profeſs'd the name of a Chriſtian, could nos 
bave;jo little Charity as to raiſe it ;, eſpecially when they muſt needs know, the 
Proteſt ation taken by every Member of both Houſes , whereby they Promiſe 
#2: the preſence of Almighty God, to- defend His Majeſties Perſon ;, and all 
their Addreſſes and Petitions to Him expreſſing the contrary : That they never 
ſuffered it to enter into their Thoughts to Depoſe the King , abhorring the 
very Thought of it, much more the Intent. That they never ſuffered the 
word DEPOSING the King, To go out of their Mouthes, nor the 
thing to enter mto their Thoughts, That they reſt aſſured, both God and 
Man will abominate that Monſtrous and moſt Injurious Charge laid upon 
the Repreſentative Body of this whole Kingdom by the Malignant Party, 
againſt the King, as Deſigning not only the ruine of his Majeſties Perſon, 
but of Monarchy it ſelf : The Authors of which malicious horrid ſcandal, 
they profeſs to make the Inſtances of their exemplary Fuſtise, ſo ſoon as they 
ſhall be diſcovered, Now for Us after all theſe multiplyed reiterated 


Proteſtations, Promiſes, Engagements , Declarations, Remonſtran- 


ces to all the World, from the beginning of the Differences and Wars 
till now, to think or talk of Depoſing and Deſtroying the King, and 
altering the Government, as the only ſafe and ſpeedy way to Peace and 
Settlement, as the Army-Remonſtrants preſcribe z would be ſuch'a moſt 
deteſtable breach of publick Faith ; ſuch a moſt Perfidious, Freache- 
rous, Unrighteous wicked At, as not only Gods, Angels, and good 
Men ; bat the very worſt of Turks and Devils would abhor : And 
therefore its a Miracle to me, that theſe precions SAINTS Mhould 
thus impudently,before all the World propoſe to the Houſe, and force 
you to purſue it, to ſtain your Reputation , and make you execrable 


to God and Men. 
5thly. The very Oath of Allegiance, which every one of us hath 


'- *aken, upon our firſt admiſsion to be Members, engageth us in poſi- 


ive terms, Not to offer any hurt or violence to His Majcſties Royal Perſon, 
I State 


«State or Government z t0 bear Faith and true Allegiance to His AHMajeſty, 
 Flis Heirs and Succeſſors ; and Him and Them to Rfend to the uttermoſt of 
Orr power, againft all Conſpiracies and Attempts whatſoever, which ſhall 
be made azainft His or Their Perſons, Crown, or Dignity: Aud from our 
hearts to abhor, deteſt, and abjure as Impious and Heretical, this Heath- 


niſh and Turkiſh Doftrine : That Princes Excommunicated, or deprived. 


by the People, (as it ſeems the King is now for extirpating Epiſcopacy, 
Popery, Maſs, and Prelacy out of his Dominions by his preſent Con- 
ceislons, without any poſsibility or hopes of replanting) may be De- 
poſed or Murthered by their Subjefts, or any other whatſoever. Which 


Helliſh contriyance and praftice, as our whole State and Pai liament,.

folve, is the only way to unſettle , ruine and ſubvert, not to ſettle.

-b$roupht to. ſpee al, and receive condign Puniſhment. Ana ſhall not 
yrs row Foe or indiretily, b - "$0. combination or terror, 
ro-be withdrawn or make defettion from this Covenant ; but ſhall all the days 
of their Lives really and conſtantly continue therein againſt all- Oppoſition, 
and-promote the ſame againſt all ets impediments. whasſoever. And this

RVE AND DEFEND THE KINGS 
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Now how we who are 4fembers of this Houſe, or any who are Sub- 
jets of our Three Kingdoms, or Officers and S$ouldiers in the Army, 
who have taken this Oath of Allegiance, Proteſtations Leagye. or Cove- 
»ant, or any of them, (as ſome of them have done, all or two of them 
at leaſt, ſundry times over ) can, without the higheſt Perjury to God, 
Treachery to the King, Perfidiouſneſs to the Kingdom, Infamy to the 
World, Scandal to the Proteſtant Religion, and Eternal diſhonour to 
the Parliament and Themſelves, Athieſtically break through or elude 
all thoſe moſt Sacred aod Religiogs tyes upon oxr Souls, by 8 ſpeedy publick, 
Dethroning and Decolling of the King, and Diſ-wheriting Hu Poſterity ;, 
(as the Army Remonſtants adviſe) and that in the open view of the 
World, and that Af!-ſeeing God to whom we have thus Appealed and 
Sworn, by any Equivocations or Diftingions, (of which the Armies Re- 
monſirance is full) or Profeffions of our damnable Hypocriſie in the 
breaking of them, tranſcends my underſtanding. And for thoſe who 
Style themſelves SAINTS, and charge this as one of the Higheſt Crimes 


 againit the King, His frequent breach of Oaths and Promiſes, to tran- 


icend him and Traytors in this very fin, is ſuch a Monſter of Impliety, 
as I concelve wht”: never have entred into the hearts of Izfidels, or the 
worſt of Men or Devils. And to att this under a pretext to Preſerve 
and Settle the Peace of the Kingdom, is ſuch a Solecifm, as -militates 
point-blank againſt the very words and ſcope both of this Oath, Pro- 
teſtazion,. League, and Covenant, which croſſeth wot the Qaths of $#u- 
prematy and Allegiance, but more ſtrongly engageth Aden to preſerve and ge= - 
fend the Kings Perſon and Autobority, in the Preſervation and Defence of 


' The true Religion and Liberties of the Kingdom ;, as the Aſſembly of Diyiges, 


and-both Houſes affirmin their Exhbortation to-taks the Covengnt, which 
preſcribes this as the only means of ſecuring and preſerving Peace in 
all the Three Kingdoms. to.preſerve the Perſon avd Honour of the 
King, His Crown and Dignity, from any ſuch Violence and Invaſign 
as is now ſuggeſted by the Army , which all shree of them.ingage us, 
and all Three Kingdoms, 'with our Lives and, Fortunes really and | 
conſtantly to oppole, againſt all Lets and Impediments, &c. and to 
bring thofe to condign puniſhment as Incengtaries and evil Inſtru- 
ments who ſuggeſt it. So as if the Army will proceed ia this Niabolt- 
cal deſtruftive way, of Treaſon and Ruine, We; and all Three King- 
doms are ſolemnly engaged with our Eſtates and Lives unanimouſly to | 
oppoſe and bring them'to Juſtice. - And is: this then the way-$0 pub- ! 
lick Peace and Settlement, to raiſe another new War to.muxder one - | 
another in this new Quarrel,; wherein the Army and their adherents, - | 
mult be the ſole Malignants and Enemies we muſt. Fight with, &'c?No {| 


verily, but-the high-way to the Kingdoms and Armies ruine, ,whoſe 


Commiſscions we are obliged to revoke ; whoſe Gantribations:we mult 
in-- 


in Conſcience withdraw; and whoſe Power we muſt with our: own 
 livesreſiſt, unleſs we will be Perjur<d, and guilty of breach of Cove- 
nant P the higheſt degrec, if they perſiſt in theſe Anti-Coverant Dg- 
' mands. 

7. TheKing having granting ns whatever we have, or can demand 
for the ſafety and preſervation of our R2ligion, Laws and Libertics; 
and both Houſes engaged theinſelves by Vote in anſwer to the Kings 
Propoſitions, to reſtore hiyr to a condjtizn of Freedom, Honour , and Safc- 
ty, according to the Laws of the Realm, (which was the Armies own Pro- 
poſals in his behalf in Avgyft 1647.) We can neither in Honeity, Ho- 
nour, Juſtice nor Conſcience (were He ten thouſand times worie than 
the Army would render Him) Depoſe and bring Him to Execution. It 
being againſt all the rules of Juſtice, and Honour between two pro- 
feſſed Enemies, who had no relations one to another ; much more be. 
tween King and SubjeZts in a Civil War, a thing without Preſident in 
any Ages, To this the Army Remouſtrance anſwers, That this would be 
thought an unreaſonable and unbeſeeming demand in a Perſonal Treaty, be- 
tween Perſons ſtanding both free, and in equal ballance of Power; but not 
when one Party is wholly ſubdued, captivated, impriſoned, and in the others 
Power. But this certainly isa difference ſpun with an Athieftical thred ; 
For to Treat with any King in our Poyper, or out of it, on Articles of 
Peace, upon theſe terms ; That if. He\conſenrt to them, We will re- 
ſtore Him to the Throne with Honour, Freedom, Safety ; and when He 
hath yielded us our Demands, then to Depoſe and cut of His Head ; 
is the higheſt breach of Faith, Truth, Honour, and Juſtice, that can be 
imagined : and thoſe whodare jaſtifie ſuch Perfidions and Unchriſtian 
dealing, deſerve rather the Style of Tarks and Arhieſts, than Pjous 
" Saints. 

'8. There is no preſident in Scripture, that the General Aſſembly,or 
Sanhedrin of the Fews or Tſrazlites, did ever Judically Impriſon, De- 
poſe, or Execute any one of the Kings of Judah or Iſracl, tho' many 
of them were the groſleſt Idolaters, and wickedſt Princes under Hea- 
ven ; who ſhed much innocent blood, and oppreſſed the People ſundry 
ways. We know that David himſelf committed Adultery with Uriah 
his Wife, a faithful Servant and Sounldier, while he was with his Gene- 
'Tal Joab in the Field : And then afterwards cauſed him to be Treache- 
rowlly ſlain. Yet neither the Aſſembly the Elders, nor Foab and the 
Army under hir1, did impeach or crave Jnſtice againſt him for theſe 
ſins, tho' he lived impenitently in them. And when he numbered the 
People afterwards, for which fin ſeventy thoufand of his Subjetts loſt 
their lives; yet was he not Arraigred nor Depoſed for it: and God 
who is Sovereignly juſt, tho' David was the principal Malefattor in 


this caſe, if not the ſole; and thereupon, when he ſaw the Angel that 


ſmote 


| Wong 
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ſrote the People, cried out, Lo, 1 bins ſinned and dane wickeaiy ;, but theſe 
Sheep, what have they done ? Let thy hand be againſt me and my Fathers 
Houſe : Yet God ſpared him and his Houſhold, tho' the Principals,and 
puniſhed the People only with death, for this ſin of his. After him So- 
lomon his Son, a Man Eminent for Wiſdom and Piety at firſt, Apoſta- 
:72,4 to moſt groſs 1dolatry of all ſorts, to pleaſe his 1dolatrous Wives, 
and became a great oppreſſor of his People, making their burdens 
very heavy, yet the Subjects or Soutdiers did neither Impeach nor De- 
poſe him for it : 'and tho? he were the principal Offendor, yet God 
ſpared him for Davids fake, in not taking the ten Tribes from him for 
theſe ſins, during his life; though he rent them from his Son Rehoboam, 
who was at molt but acceſſary, for his Fathers ſins, not his. True it 
is, ſome of the 1dolatrows Kings of 1/rael, by the juſt avenging Hand of 
God, wereſlain by private Conſpiracies, and popular Tumnlts, in an 
Ilegal way : but not Depoſed nor Arraigned by their Sanhedrins, or 
General Congregations ; and thoſe who ſlew'them, were ſometimes ſlain : 
by others who aſpired to the Crown, or by the People of the Land, or by 
their Children who Succeded them; and came to untimely Tragicalends. 

9. Tho there be ſome: preſidents of Popiſb'States and Parliaments 
Pepoling their Popiſh Kings and Emperours at home; and in Foreign 
parts, in an extraordinary way, by -power of an armed Party : | Yet 
there is no preſident of any one Proteftanut Kingdom or State, that did 
ever yet Judically Depoſe or bring to Execution, any of. their Kings 
and Princes, though never ſo- bad, whether Proreftants or Papifts ; and 
the Proteſtants in France, though ſome of their Rings, when they had 
inveſted them in their Thrones, became Apoſtates to Popery, and Per- 
ſecutors of Their People ; albeit they reſiſted them by force of arms in 
the Field to preſerve their lives ; did never once attempt to pull Them 
from Their Thrones, or bring Their Perſons unto Juſtice : And I 
hope onr Proteftartt Parliament will never make the firit preſident inthis | 
kind, nor ſtain Their Hononr or Religion with the blood of a Prore- 
fant King, againſt ſo many Oaths, Proteſt ations, Covenants, Declarations, - 
and Remonſtrances made and publiſhed by Them to the contrary. | 

10, For the preſidents of Eeward II. and Richard II. in times of 
Popery, they were rather forcible reſignations by Power of an Army, 
then judical deprivations, neither of them beingever legally arraign- . 
ed and brought to Tryal in Parliament. And Mortimer who had: the * - 
chief hand-in Depoſing King Edward Il inthe Parliament of 1 E. 3. 
was inthe Parliament of 4 E. 3. Impeached, Condemned, and Execu- - 
ted as a Traytor, and guilty of High Zreafon, for Murdering Eaw. II. - 
after he was Depoſed, at Berkley-Caſile, and Sir Simon Bereford, (toge- 
ther with Thomas Gurney and Will, Ocle) were adjudged Trayrors for af- 
ſiſting him therein ; one of them Executed, and. great Rewards w_ | 
miſed. - 


, 
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miſed to the apprehenders of the other two. And as for. Richard TE. 
though he was Depoſed after Hexry IV. was Crowned by pretence in 
Parliantent : yet this Depoſition was after his reſignation only, not be- 


fore it : and without any Formal :ryal or arraignment, or any Capital 


Zuzgment of Death againſt him ; for which I find no preſident in any 
Parliament of Englund, Scotland, France, nor yet in Denmark, it ſelf, 
though F4 Eleftive Kingdom ; who, though They juſtly Depoſed 


Chriſtiern [[. for his moſt abominable Tyraries and Cruelties , yet they 
- never nge oc pur him to Death, but only reſtrained him as a 


Priſoner. I ſhall only add this, That though the EleCtive Kindoms of 
Hungary, Bohemia, Poland, Denmark, and Sweden, have in their Par. 
liaments and Diets Depoſed ſundry of their Kings for their Wicked- 
nelles and Tyrany ; yet they never judically condemned any one of thew 
ro death, though Papiits, And for a Proteftans Parliament (to pleaſe 
an army only, ated by Traztors in this particular ; to render both 
Parliament, army, and our Religion too, forever execrable throughout 
the World, and ſet all Mens Pens and Hands againſt them to their 
ruine, to pagln ſuch a bloody preſident as this, wpon a moſt falſe 
pretext, of ſettling Peace ; contrary to the expreſs Command of God 
mſelf, who Commands Chriſtians, To Pray for Kings, and ell in 


 'anthority, that they may live a quiet and peaceable ife under them-in all Gods 


lineſs and HoneFty, (not to Depoſe or cut. off their Heads) as the only 


yo! to Peace and Settlement ; will not only be Scandalous but Mon- 
us. ——_ |
